RUNS ON BANK. 

Runs on the government and other 
Chinese banks have resulted in heavy 
transfers to foreign banks. The Chi- 
nese government is endeavoring to 


make emergency loans for military 


purposes and to pay the indemnities. 
Proposals for heavy loans were sub- 
mitted today to banking groups of 
four nations, but it is not m that 
these will be accepted. 

The construction of the Hu enue 
railway, as well as the conclusion of 
the currency reform programme, will 
be retarded indefinitely.

Demise | Harlan Causes to Arise a : Situation that No 
President Has Been Called on to Confront Since the 
Days of Washington—Geography and Personal Fit- 
ness Will Determine the Choice of a Successor.

ASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—[Exclu- 
W sive Dispatch.] In appointing 

a successor to Justice Harlan, 
President Taft will have named five 
members of the Supreme ourt—a 
majority of the court—in addition to 
having appointed a Chief Justice. No 
other President since Washington has 
been confronted with such a duty 
and the responsibility of. practically 
reconstructing the highest tribunal 
under the government in this time of 
tremendously important litigation af- 
fecting the industrial system of the 
country weighs heavily. 

Not alone personal fitness, but the 
geography of the situation will fig- 
ure in the selection of Justice Har- 
lan's successor. Despite partisan 
criticism of his selections that has 
been made since the decision in the 
celebrated trust cases last spring, 
President Taft is more jealous of 
having the best judicial material for 
the Federal bench that of anything 
else, probably, within his power as 
executive: In appointing members 
of the Supreme Court he never has 
been moved in the slightest by politi- 
cal considerations. It ts well known 
that he was set’ to the hardest sort 
of task in picking men he regarded 
as available and up to his stendard 


made. It follows that there will be 
long deliberation before the Vacancy 
just created is filled. 
THE PRESIDENTS DUTY, 

The President's duty is pecullarly 
embarrassing, moreover, because Jus- 
tice Harlan was the dissenting judge 
in the trust cases whose opinions 
have been most widely praised by the 
severer critics of the exetutive. 

Among men in the public eye, who 
are regarded as available to fill the 
vacancy are three members of the 
Taft Cabinet—Atty.-Gen. Wicker- 
sham, Secretary of the Interior Fish- 
er and Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor Nagel. Atty.-Gen. Wickersham, 
in the belief of many, looks favor- 
ably upon a judicial career although 
desirous first of completing or ad- 
vancing the

reckoned again .a strong possibility, 
but would be stronger if the New.

Expires Without Achieving mne 
Main Hope of His Latter Years to

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Associate 
Justice John M. Harlan, the oldest 
member of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, for years conspicu- 
ous in Kentucky politics, once can- 
didate for the Republican nomination 
for Vice-President of the United 
States, a foremost Constitutional au- 
thority and prominent in the coun- 
cils of the Presbyterian Church, died 
in his home in this city today. He 
was 78 years old last June. 
Justice Harlao had been ill with 
acute bronchitis less than a week. He 
sat on the bench last Monday when

MANY MILES OF ROAD. 


—— 

Long Turnpikes in New England 
Look Good to the Motor Men Who 
Massachusetts has about 880 miles 
of State highway, but there are 
many other miles of good roads in 
the main routes. How the road cost 
has increased to keep pace with the 
increasing popularity of automobile 
travel may be seen from the state- 
ment of the Massachusetts Highway 
Commission, as follows: 

“The Massachusetts Highway Com- 
mission formerly spent only §100,- 
000 a year for the maintenance of its 
State highways, and this at a time 
when there were substantially 700 
miles. Since 1908 it was found that 
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very much more money’ would be 
needed. In 1909 the Legislature of 
Massachusetts more than doubled its 
appropriation for the maintenance of 
roads, and the automobile fees and 
fines were also made available for 
use on the roads. 
The Legislature increased its ap- 
propriation from $100,000 to §250,. 
000, and has been. appropriating 
$200,000 a year since, or double what 
was appropriated four years ago.“

John Henry Smith. 

SALT LAKE, Oct. 14.—[By A. P. 
Day Wire.] John Henry Smith, 
second counsellor of the Mormon 
Church and third in succession to the. 
presidency, who died yesterday, was 
intimately connected with the build- 
ing of the railroads of the West. He 
was in charge of construction of 200 
miles of the Central Pacific line where 
he gained the friendship of Gov. Le- 
land Stanford of California, who tried 
vainly to induce him to enter his em- 
ploy. Later he was connected with 
the Utah Central road, He was called 
to Washington on many occasiéns to 
represent Utah and the church in-an 
unofficial capacity and gained the 
friendship and esteem of many of the’ 
leading public men of his day. He 
was sent to Washington to protest 
against the passage of the Edmunds- 
Tucker anti-polygamy law in 1882 and 
later appeared before Congressional 
committees to plead for the admission 
of Utah as a State. In 1884 he was 
arrested under the Edmunds-Tucker 
law on the charge of unlawful cohabi- 
tation, but was discharged for lack 
of evidence. He was made a member 
of the Council of the Twelve Apostles 
in 1882 and became second counsellor 
upon the death of John R. Winder, a 
little more than a vear ago. He was 
a cousin of President Joseph F. Smith 
and a son of George A. Smith, former 
president of the church. Although his 
successor will not be named until the 
next semi-annual conference of the 
church next spring, it is generally 
supposed that he will be succeeded by 
Francis M. Lyman.

Prehistoric Discovery 


REVEALS 


ANCIENT SACRED CAVE 


BAT WORSHIP. 


Southwest Society of thé Archae- 
logical: School of America were 
‘keenly interested yesterday in meet- 
ing A. Hooton Blackiston, president of 
the Mexican and Southwest Develop- 
ment Company who, in spite of his 
large business interests in California 
and Mexico, is one of the most devoted 
archaelogical students of America. 
On one of his recent trips to his 
headquarters at Mazatlan he ran down 
to Honduras to visit what is perhaps 
the most unique discovery in the way 
of prehistoric relics ever Made on the 
westerg hemisphere. It is call the 
Sacred Cave and furnishes ble 
data on one of the strangest phases 
of the religion and culture of the lost 
races. 

This cave contains a deposit of cop- 
per bells, 800 of which have been re- 
covered. They range in size from a 
button to a large dinner bell, and are 
more picturesque and varied in design 
than the bells made by any other 
knewn civilization. They each have 
for a clapper a ball of pure copper, 
and no two of them has the same tone. 
The cave also contains a number of 
images which evidently were objects 
of worship. Some of these Blackiston 
obtained. 

“An old Indian was the first to find 
the cave, said Blackiston. Ie dis- 
covered it on one of his hunting trips 
in 1908 and kept the knowledge an in- 
violable secret until a few months 
ago, owing to his total misconception 
of its value, and because the one man 
in whom he had confidence was not

A LITERARY EXCURSION 


Sreatest living masters of the Eng- 
lish languatre. 
and monographs that deserve to be- 
come classics, but it is in the spok- 
en word that he excels. Lord Rose- 
bery is pre-eminently the most grace-

He has just been giving us a taste 
of his quality tn his address as rector 
of St. Andrews’ University in Scotland 
on the occasion of the quincentenary 
celebrations of that most ancient of 


Scottish seats of learning and in that 
address he has given us a much- 


needed definition of that abused term 
“culture’—“a large and vague phase“ 
said Lord Rosebery, “which means, I 
suppose, the intelligent enjoyment of 
literature.” 

So little culture had Scotland in the 
that in 1370 not one of the Scottish 
days when the untversity was founded 
nobles could sign his name and two 
centuries after its foundation, Patrick, 
Earl of Orkney, virtual king of a 
large part of Scotland, could not re- 
peat the Lord's Prayer, and his execu- 
tion was postponed for a few days so 
that he might receive a little religious 
instruction.

In three days we were arain in 
condition to move and to menace at 
dur win either fleet. thus compelling 
the enemy's entire force, in the ter- 
rible July heat, to keep up steam day 
and nicht.

Which they could perceive by 
our smoke-stack. was the sicnal for 
either fleet to fire up.

| TUBERCUDOSIS IN HOGS. 


Twenty-two Rejected Out of Four 

Carloads Shipped by a Porterville 

Man—Virulent Type. 

PORTERVILLE, Oct. 14.—Several 
reports have been made to the county 
veterinary officers of the prevalence 
of tuberculosis in the droves of hogs 
in the Porterville and Springville dis- 
trict, this disease being so common 
and so deadly as to occasion in the 
past few weeks a number of especially 
heavy losses. 

Shipments made from the Bil ranch 
early in the week resulted tn the re- 
jection of twenty-two head from four 
carloads, upon their arrival at the 
market center, and single carloads 
sent in the past few days have re- 
sulted in the rejection of from five to 
seven head from each load, : 

It is stated that the tuberculosis 
appears to be of a particularly viru- 
lent type, attacking the glands of the 
head and neck and then spreading to 
other portions of the body, giving rise 
to the condition which is called 
“measly pork.” 
- So rapidly does the disease act that 
any attempt at alleviation appears to 
be little better than useless. Veter- 
inaries advise the Isolation of sus- 
pected animals and immediately the 
disease is established beyond question 
their destruction and the burning. of 
the carcasses. It is probable that the 
aid of the State officials will be asked 
in putting a check to the epidemic.

COMMERCE COMMISSION ISSUES 
NEW REGULATIONS. 


Complete Books to Be Kept on 
Every Bit of Transportation Is- 
sued to Be Accessible at All Times 


for Inspection—Colonist. Move- 
ment Erding—Traffic Notes. 
—— 


The latest set of rules and regula- 
ons Issued by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission governing the 1s- 
suance, use and recording of passes 
have been received by railroad of- 
fcials in Los Angeles. The new res- 
ulations will become effective Janu- 
ary 1 and supersede all previous or- 
ders. It is in reality, however, the 
fi set of regulations on the sub- 

„ as previous issues were merely 
compilations of rulings made by the 
commission. 

The new regulations provide n 
only for four classes of passes, but 
require the keeping of records by 
the conductors who honor them. 
The four kinds of passes that can be 
issued are annuals, trip, suburban 
and telegraph passes. Each carrier 
is required to file with the Commis- 
sion once a year a list of the officials 
who are empowered to issue passes 
and a list of the names and titles of 
officials having the authority to re- 
quest passes from other roads. 

There must be a written request 
for every pass issued unless the case 
is exceptional, and in that event the 
carrier must set forth the facts that 
made it exceptional and include it in 
the record sent to the commission. 
All users of passes must sign their 
names and the conductors must re- 
cord them and the train upon which 
it was used. The only persons that 
ean be carried free or without passes 
are train crews, sleeping car, dining

With marvelous skill he has grafted 
his social reform policy on to the 
older policy of protection, and he pro- 
poses to devote the money raised by 
taxes on imported merchandise to

He won it and 
in 1890 went to Oxford. There he 
soon attracted attention, and before 
the end of his term he was president 
of the Oxford Urion, that famous de- 
bating society where so many of 
England's statesmen have won their 
spurs 

At that time, however, Smith's am- 
bitions were scholastic rather than po- 
litical. He took ‘all sorts of college 
honors and when he graduated he be- 
came a don, which means that he 
took up the work of lecturing and 
teaching at the university, and he 
might have continued this useful but 
rather humdrum round all his life if 


with the daughter of a country clergy- 
man who had no more money than 
he had. Smith made up his mind 
that he had to get into some more 
Jucrative profession, so he started 
reading law, and he was called to the 
bar in 1899.. Today he is the young- 
est man entitled to wear the silk gown 
of a King’s Counsel. 
He never was a bricfiess barrister. 
His fame at the university brought 
him clifents as soon ‘as he hung out 
his shingle in his native city of Liver- 
1, and in a few years he was earn- 
oe a big income. Today no impor- 
tant law case is complete without F. 
E.“ on one ‘side or the other. I have 
heard all sorts of estimates of his in- 
come from his practice. Some of his 
legal associates put ft at $50,000 a 
; others at $100,000. Probably it 
somewhere between the two fig- 
ures. 
Law in England, as in the United 
States, often leads to politics. F. E. 
Smith made up his mind to enter 
Parliament and he fixed on T. P. 
O’Connor’s Scotland“ division of Liv- 
erpool as the constituency he would 
like to represent: He “nursed” it for 
a year or two, but never fought an 
election in it, for he was offered the 
chance to contest the neighboring 
Walton division in 1906, and he won. 
He found himself in a Parliament 
where his party didn’t count for much.

| Statistical Record Shows the 
Changes that Have Occurred 
Since United States Began Business. 
“Statistical Record of the Progress 
of the United States, 1800-1911,” is the 
title of a small document just issued 
by the Bureau of Statistics, Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor. 

The book pictures in statistical form 
conditions in the commercial, finan- 
cial, industrial and transportation 
systems of the United States at brief 
intervals since the year 1880, down 
to and in many instances including 
the year 1911. In those cases in 
whieh the subjects considered are 
measured by governmental fiscal year 
periods, the figures for the fiscal year 
1911 are included; in those in which 
calendar year periods are used, of 
course, statements can only terminate 
with the calendar year 1910, 2 
Among the interesting facts shown 
are that the area of continental 
United States was 843,255 square 
miles in 1800, advancing to 1,734,630 
square miles in 1810; to 2,995,636 
square miles in 1850, and 3,026,789 
square miles in 1863, since which date 
no change in area is shown. 
The population, which was 5,330,- 
000 in 1800, was 93,750,000 in 1911. 
Public debt, which was $83,000,000 
in 1800, reached $2,675,000,000, less 
cash in Treasury in 1866, the figures 
of 1911 betng $1,015,000,000. The per 
capita debt, which Was $156.63 in 1800, 
and in 1865 $76.98, ls in 1911 $10.83. 
The interest charge per capita, which 
-amounted to 64 cents in 1800, and 
34.12 in 1866, was in 1911 23 cents, 
and the total annual Interest charge, 
(which was in 1866 $146,000,000, was 
in 1911 $21,330,000.

recently for his home in Coventry, 
England. During his short stay here 
he addressed a number of gatherings 
of the well-known en- 
gineers and was royally recelved at 
the great automobile centers of the 
United States. | 


_ While visiting in Indianapolis, 
Which is his native city, Knight 
closed a deal with the Atlas Engine 
‘Works of that city making it possible 
that all Knight engine users in this 
country, except the complete motor 
car builders of the Stearns, the Colum- 
bia and the Stoddard-Dayton automo- 
biles may obtgin these types of en- 
ines from the Atlas concern. 
Knight's development of the sleeve 
valve type of engine, his exploitation 
of the mechanical marvel in one of the 
early national shows at the First 
Regiment Armory in Chicago and his 
subsequent experiences in equipping 
the Silent-Knight car with his inven- 
tion, and his failure to obtain the 
recognition due the wonderful engine 
in his own country, his journey to the 
Daimler works, in Coventry, England, 
where the greatest engineers of Great 
Britain for more than a year subjected 
the Knight sleeve-valve motors to un- 
paralleled tests in an effort to demon- 
strate that the inventor's ideas were 
unsound and his final triumph by the 


regular equipment of some of the 
greatest automopile companies of the 
ald world, is cénsidered remarkable. 
Immediately after the Dalmler's 
adoption of the engine came the same 
strenous tests at the Mercedes factory 
in Germany.

During his 
short stay in the United States Knight 
was the guest of honor at several 
banquets in New York, Chicago, Cleve- 
land, Indianapolis and other cities and 
received the congratulations of the 
greatest engineering factors in the in- 
dustry.

HERE is a new way for the needle- 


at first, for it can be worked using only 
two «hades of green—dark for the leaf 
and a lighter shade for the veins. 

Draw with pencil the shape of the 
leaf on stiff paper or chintz and tack a 
piece of the finest milliner’s wire, cov- 
ered with green thread, all around the 
edge, following the line of the design, 
leaving two strands of the wire the de- 
Slred length of a stem. : 


Cover the wire with a row of dutton- 


holing in dark-green thread and, begin- 
ning at the apex of the leaf, buttonhole 
across the polmt and back until you have 
filled in the entire surface of the wire 
frame. Mark the veins with a lighter 
shade of silk by the simple outline stitch 
and wrap the wire stems closely with 
the darker silk. Rip off the pattern and 
the leaf is finished.
